That leaves the 
Internet as one of the few viable out- 
lets for free expression and govern- 
ment criticism. 

Medvedev’s June visit to San Fran- 
cisco and Silicon Valley was part of a 
campaign to promote innovation in 
Russia’s economy and reduce its reli- 
ance on energy exports. 

Several of the mock account’s en- 
tries predicted, playfully but point- 
edly, that the Kremlin’s moderniza- 
tion efforts are doomed by Russian 
bureaucracy and corruption. 

“One needs to understand that 
money given to modernization and 
innovation will be spent on corrup- 
tion and swindling,” one tweet said. 

The Kremlin shrugged off the af- 
front. 

A Kremlin representative, speak 
ing on condition of anonymity, said 
Medvedev’s administration does not 
plan to take action to eliminate the 
account. 

“I think sober people are able to 
distinguish between the real account 
and an {imposter},” the representative 
said.

3 KILLED, DOZEN INJURED IN SHOOTINGS OVER HOLIDAY WEEKEND 


Chicago Tribune 

Chicago police dealing with what’s typically the 
city’s most violent month spent Monday inves- 
tigating three separate shooting deaths in a six- 
hour span of the holiday weekend. 

At least a dozen people were shot and sent to 
hospitals overnight Sunday; police said the vio- 
lence was not related to the holiday. 

Police described the overnight hours after 
Independence Day as “busy” and “hot.” Three 
men in their 30s died in another round of gun 
violence. 

About 10:25 p.m. Sunday, police found 
34-year-old Jerry Seals with a gunshot wound 
to his head in the 6200 block of South Laflin 
Street in Englewood. Seals was pronounced 


dead about a half hour later. 

Less than a mile away shortly before 1 a.m. 
Monday, Andrew Hardrick, 37, and another 
man, 36, were shot at while riding in a vehicle 
in the 6400 block of South Paulina Avenue, po- 
lice said. Hardrick, who was hit in the neck, was 
pronounced dead on the scene. The other man 
was taken to Advocate Christ Medical Center 
in Oak Lawn. 

And just after 5 a.m. Monday, DeShawn Mc- 
Neil, 35, died after being shot in the face and 
chest while in an alley in the 7900 block of 
South Ingleside Avenue in East Chatham. 

One shooting victim at first thought he’d 
been hit by an errant firecracker. The shooting 
took place around 3:06 a.m. in South Chicago. 


In addition, police said an officer shot a 
male suspect who fired a shot in the air then 
pointed the gun at him and at least one other 
officer. The uniformed officers had been try- 
ing to disperse a large crowd in the 100 block 
of North Leamington Avenue early Monday, 
police said. 

Meanwhile, arrests were down from a year 
ago during the city’s revamped fireworks dis- 
play, which involved three shows along the lake- 
front, Chicago police said Monday. 

Police Supt. Jody Weis said there were seven 
arrests Sunday night. Last year, there were 30 ar- 
rests during the fireworks show at Grant Park. 

In all, 1,000 police officers fanned out to cov- 
er the 26 miles of lakefront Sunday.

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Love him or hate him, Drew Peterson’s day has finally come. 


Nearly three years after the disappearance of his fourth wife, Stacy, made na- 


tional headlines, the retired Bolingbrook police sergeant will go on trial Thursday 


Without a single juror picked, 
Judge Stephen White already 
has made history. 

White, 62, became the first 
Illinois judge to hold a hearing 
under the new hearsay law, 

a controversial statute that 
allows some types of second- 
hand testimony at trial. It was a 
daunting task, given he had no 
road map to follow and the en- 
tire legal community watching. 

“| don’t think he struggled 
with it at all,” said attorney 
Andrew Abood, who repre- 
sented Peterson during the 
hearsay hearing but later left 
the defense team. “I think he’s 
really smart. He gets it. It’s ob- 
vious he’s a former trial lawyer 
because he understands the 
law.” 

With an affable demeanor 
and a penchant for smiling as 
he overrules objections, White 
often diffuses tensions in his 
courtroom. 


This is lead defense attorney Joel Brodsky’s first murder trial, but the Chicago 
lawyer recently surrounded himself with crack criminal defenders after half 
his legal team left the case this year, citing conflicts. Abood told the Tribune 
he left because he didn’t think the case was winnable with “Joel playing a sig- 
nificant role.” 

In response, Peterson sent a one-page, handwritten letter to the Tribune 
last week—his first comments to the press since 2009—in which he praised 
his attorneys and downplayed any suggestion that his defense had been 
hampered by the recent shakeup. 

“[It] turned out to be a blessing in disguise with Joel Brodsky assembling 
the finest team | have ever seen in my thirty-two years in law enforcement,” 
Peterson wrote in the rare jailhouse letter. “I feel safe with my life in their 
hands.”

Peterson maintains his innocence, but winning 
his freedom won't be easy. He must overcome 
a prosecution that will paint him as a sadistic 
ex-husband hellbent on stopping Savio from 
getting a cut of his police pension. 

Peterson, 56, has been in Will County jail 
since charges were filed against him last year. 
Though he cracked jokes in the days after his 
arrest, he has appeared much more subdued in 
recent court appearances. 

Looking grayer and heavier since his ar- 
rest, he no longer plays to the spectators and 
reporters in the courtroom like he once did. 
Still, his occasional joking with his lawyers and 
courtroom security officers irks Stacy’s family. 

“He understands what he’s up against,” fam- 
ily spokeswoman Pam Bosco said. “He under- 
stands the seriousness.” 

Peterson is active in his defense but not 
overbearing, his attorney Joseph Lopez said. 
During a hearsay hearing earlier this year, for 
example, he was complimented by one of his 
attorneys for instructing him to ask an expert 
witness if scratch marks on Savio’s arms could 
have been made by her cat. The witness re- 
plied it was possible.

While they may be as publicly reticent as their counterparts are gabby, the le- 
gal team prosecuting Peterson includes its own cast of characters, including 
a former judge, a financial whiz with a biology degree and a rising star just 
seven years out of law school. 

They are led by State’s Attorney James Glasgow, a longtime prosecutor 
who has dubbed Peterson a “hideous B-movie stalker.” 

Glasgow most recently took the helm in 2004, after Savio drowned in her 
bathtub, and hasn't been shy about criticizing his predecessor’s handling of 
the case. 

The task prosecutors face is a tough one: convincing jurors beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that Savio was murdered—despite her death first being ruled 
accidental by a coroner’s jury—and then that Peterson killed her, even with no 
physical evidence or eyewitnesses linking him to her death.

yelling ‘let him eat,’ so I was hoping they 
would let me eat and prove I am still the 
champ.” 

After rushing the stage Sunday in a 
T-shirt that read “Free Kobi,” Kobayashi 
was surrounded by police and taken away 
charged with resisting arrest, trespassing 
and obstruction of governmental affairs. 

Kobayashi says the eating contest had 
placed more restrictions on him this year 
and he was protesting those restrictions. 
He says he couldn’t even eat “quickly 
publicly” as a result. Kobayashi will be 
back in court Aug. 5.

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MEET THE JERKS 
MESSING UP SUMMER 
SPORTS IN CHICAGO

The postings on the Chicago Sport and Social 
Club website read like personals ads: “I’m 5’9, 
left-handed and quick.” 

“I can play every day but Tuesday and am 
very reliable.” 

“I’m interested mostly in recreation and 
meeting new people/having fun. I like to go 
out for drinks afterwards.” 

In a way, joining a summer rec league team 
can be a lot like finding love. Wannabe players 
often post their interests and experience on 
a league website and wait for team managers 
or other players to contact them. Sometimes 
sparks fly and they continue with the team for 
multiple seasons; other times, it’s not a match 
made in heaven. 

“It’s a mixed bag; you don’t know what 
you're going to get,” said Brian I~ 
ving, senior operations manager 
for Chicago Sport and Social 
Club, which oversees dozens of 
leagues. “They’re not all going to 
get along, but they’re going to 
come to a goal of making a team 
happen.” 

Rec league organizers and 
players said there often are a few 
fools on every team who prevent 
the team from jelling. As some 
leagues gear up for action, Red- 
Eye presents its list of the five 
jerks you don’t want on your rec 
league team because they don’t 
play well with others or they 
don’t play at all. 

Though these characters 
can cause headaches, Irving 
said they make the rec leagues 
fun: “You need something to 
talk about after the game.”

He doesn't see these sports 
as “recreation.”

He promises to come but then never shows up— 
week after week. Sometimes he has an excuse 
and sometimes he doesn't. But he makes the 
team captain struggle for a replacement. 

“Teams sort of assimilate and form into little 
mini-cults,” Matt Golden, co-owner of North 
Center's Black Rock Pub and Kitchen, which runs 
summer softball and kickball leagues. “We'll 
always have the Abercrombie team and the... 
burnout team. Abercrombie team is athletic over- 
achievers. Burnouts don't win a game, dont care.” 

And many of these “mini-cults” have their Mr. 
No-Shows, Golden said. “All of a sudden they 
have weddings every week. That’s definitely a 
problem.” 

Kevin Kelly, 41, who has been captain of his 
softball team for 10 years, said he’s seen a lot of 
guys and girls join rec teams looking for love, 
not wins. 

“You get the people who are out there to date. 
If they don't like any girls on the team, guess 
who quits.” said Kelly, of Old Town. “They don't 
show up to the game, and they don't show up to 
the bar.”

of dribbling or passing it ... ‘Someone's given me the ball and I’m going to do 


something with it.”
